DISCOVERY OF THE MOST IMPORTANT LAW IN 
| DYNAMICS OF THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. 
| The writer in 1847 discovered a law by which the direction and 
amount of dip of stratified rocks in mineral fields could be known 
by an examination of the topography of the district. Prior to this, 
geologists had supposed that the dip of strata in coal, iron, lead, 
| and other mineral fields was accidental, that the strata hud been 
| raised by a subterranean force and dipped at various angles from the 
point of fracture. This discovery showed that the dip of strata in 
| mineral fields were the result of what might be called an intelligent 
| or directed force, or such force as was in the acorn and developed at 
| regular distances the branches of the oak tree. 

This knowledge of dip has since enabled me to locate the out- 
crops and centres of the entire basin system of the coal, iron, lead, copper, and 
| other minerai fields of the Mississippi valley, and come out of a minute study 
| by observation, when mining, of a small district in the upper lead fields, and 


veins. The next thing to do was to find if the principles applied to other 
| mineral fields, and to be in possession of the knowledge to illustrate them. This 
| has taken 25 years of study of geology from books, and by observation, and re- 

sult is ten atlasses and maps and sections with the laws applied to the vein 
| system of mineral fields of the Mississippi valley. These laws have been 
| published in an irreguiar way in the London and other mining journals during 

this time, and in a more comprehensive form recently in @ paper under the 
head of “‘ Twelve laws to the dynamical geology of mineral fields.” 

When in Mexico in 1878 I found that the silver fields of that region came 
under these laws. In 1879 and 1880, being in Arkansas and Texas, 1 found tiat 
the mineral fields of those States can have their basin and vein system located 
by the same laws; also, that they apply to the vein system of the Nevada, and 
Sierra Madre ranges and mountain basin between them, all discoveries showing 
the relationship between the topography, springs, lakes, ridge, valley, ponds, 
sink holes, crystallisation, blossoms, courses, and drainage of mining fields and 
individual mfneral veins, and connection of the developed with the undeveloped 
portion of the veins. 

The culminating law of these discoveries bas been the following :—“ All ores 
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whether in iron mountains, lead, copper, silver, or gold veins have been repleted 
or filled with direct reference to the drainage of the ores. The law being that

The Indian markets, as we have before 
stated, appear to be over supplied, and this produces a most depressing influ- 
over Our markets here, but how far India indentors have over-estimated their 
wants is impossible to say,as the same Indian is a market which consumes 
large quantities of our copper, and the limited orders which are now being 
placed will perhaps tend to increase orders in the ensuing autumn, but before 
that no improvement can be well anticipated. 

IRon.- -This market continues fairly steady, the business doing 
continuing to be of a limited nature. The general state of this trade 
does not appear wholly unsatisfactory; in fact, notwithstanding the 
dulness which characterises the present demand, there are some fea- 
tures to warrant improved prices when once the demand has assumed 
sufficient dimensions to enable the ironmasters to obtain a moderate number of 
orders, whereby they can keep their mills in fairly regular employment ; and it 
is worthy of note that already some of the manufacturers have received a 
limited number of orders of fair magnitude, and this, too, not for any one par- 
ticular class of iron, but the same reports come from the Staffordshire and Welsh 
districts, while a moderate business is also said to be doing in the North. Then, 
again, with regard to the raw material, the statistical position of the market 
seems to be improving ; for, notwithstanding that the stocks in Messrs. Connal 
and Co,’s yards remain heavy, especially that in Glasgow, yet the total stocks, 
as we have stated on a previous Occasion, show a sensible reduction, which testi- 
fies that the production is not in excess of the deliveries. These are features 
which promise well for the future of the trade, while the moderate prices which 
now for the most part rule cannot interfere with any little extra demand that 
may be springing up; but, on the other hand, will probably tend to stimulate 
the enquiry and encourage business. There is said to be a good consumptive 
and shipping demand for makers’ iron, while prices for this description have 
already advanced to some slight extent ; in fact, the trade generally may be re- 
corded as somewhat stiffer, although no very perceptible rise is to be recorded in 
| any one particular class of iron. The following advices from the several iron 

centres give the present state of the trade, aud from them may be gathered a 
tolerably accurate idea of the amount of business that is doing. 

From Glasgow it is reported that the warrant market opened on Monday with 
a strong disposition existing to make sales,and transactions were recorded from 
48s. 3d. down to 47s. 11d., closing, however, slightly better at 48s.; but on Tues- 
day there was a good business doing, and the price improved to 48s. 2%4d., at 
which it remained on Wednesday, improving, however, towards the close to 
48s. Sd., and further advanced yesterday to 48s. 6d., and closes to-day at 48s. 4d. 
cash. The shipments last week are said to have been 15,308 tons, against 13,537 
tons for the corresponding week of last year, or an increase of 1771 tons, and 
which makes the total shipments for the whole of this year 289,555 tons, against, 
252,212 tons for the same time of last year, and 360,240 tons for the similar 
period of 1880.

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION OF COAL AT SEA—THE BURNING 
ov THE Era.—The important Board of Trade enquiry at Swansea 
as to the burning of the barque Bta from the spontaneous combus-+ 
tion of its cargo of coals (to which we alluded in our last) was 
not concluded until Friday afternoon last. The enquiry occupied 
the attention of the Court four days,and the judgment of the stipen- 
diary magistrate and the nautical assessors contained some impor- 
tant suggestions if they could be carried into practical effect. This 
cargo of upwards of 700 tons of bituminous coal was obtained from 
| the Garngoch Colliery, near Swansea, the property of Mr. John Glas? 
| brook, and no less than five vessels laden with this same coal had all 
| taken fire at sea. The dangerous pioperties of the coal, however, 
were not previously known, but Mr. Glasbrook now voluntarily pro- 
mised the Couft now he was acquainted therewith he would not ship 
enother ton for long sea voyages. What was termed through venti- 
lation had been adopted, but the Court did not consider it complete 
or satisfactory. The coal had been shipped wet, that is, heavy rain 
had fallen during the transport of the coal from the colliery to the 
vessel, and no means had been adopted to prevent this, and as the 
coal contained sulphur, pyrites, dirt, &c., the wet condition in whiicti 
it was shipped added to the risk and danger. The afrangements for 
testing the temperature of the coals by means of lowering the ther- 
mometer through the shifting béards in the hold of the vessel was 
not satisfactoty and Gould not be relied upon, and the Court sug- 
gested that metal tubes should be inserted through the coal, and the 
thermometer then applied to these tubes. The Court also found that 
the vessel had been properly navigated, and all available means 
adopted to extinguish the flames, though without effect. The Court 
| did not think perfect immunity from fires at sea could be expected ; 
but believed if the coals were protected from wet, that if venti: 
| lation was provided by means of metal tubes, and if care wad takeli 
not to ship coal containing pyrites, sulphur, &c. they would be mate- 
rially diminished, 





PRINCE OF WALES SLATE.—The chamber in the western vein is 
being extended, and some good slate blocks are being got out.

| to incandescence fforms a light-centre of remarkable softness, steadi- 
| nesss, and brilliancy. This result is obtained as follows :—A gas ot 
| steam pump drives a blower, giving the required air under pressur# 
| (which air has a pipe system distinct from that of the gas.) Beforé 
| reaching the burner, the air traverses a tube of refractory matter 

kept a temperature of 800° to 1000° C. by a number of small gas 
| flames about it, and thence it passes into a chamber, where the gas 
| joins it. Mr. Clamond has succeeded in so grouping the heating and 
the mixing chambers that the whole burner may be enclosed in a 
cylinder about 24 in. in diameter and 44 in, in height. One-horse 
power, itis stated, suffices for an illumination of 150 to 200 Carcela, 

One Carcel requires, with various burners, 27 to 45 litres of gas. The 
magnesium has to be replaced every 40 or 50 hours, and this is ren- 
dered easy. Whether the system will work anything like a revolu- 
tion in gas-lighting may be doubted,

The process, for the first time, was tried quite recently in Stafford- 
shire South, where the ironstone is both above and below the Thick 
coal, occurring in beds associated with shale, the Gubbin bed being 
found in strata 20 ft. thick, and below it is the New Mine Ironstone, 
as well as four other seams. From the results of the trials it was 
evident that good ordinary steel could be produced by the system, 
as well asa special soft metal of great ductility and easily weld- 
able, and well calculated to supersede the highest class of puddled 
iron for sheets, plates, wire, &c. If soft steel ingots can be made, as 
stated, at 70s per ton, then they must undoubtedly replace the 
puddled iron so extensively used in South Staffordshire. It is 


also likely that the process will be introduced into Northampton- | 


shire ard Lincolnshire, as well as Derbyshire, where the ores used 
are principally from the oolites, and are richer in metallic iron and 
with rather less phosphorous than the Cleveland ores, which have 
given such good results at the works of BoLckow, VAUGHAN, and 
Co., where the process is now being carried out on an extensive scale, 
and where they are now making at the rate of 2400 tons weekly. 
The output of the Great North of England Company of steel blooms 
is now more than 5000 tons a week, if it is not quite 1000 tons a day. 
But there is every reason to believe that the new process is now 
in a fair way of mahing considerable progress both at home and 
abroad. In Germany, at the Dortmund Union Steel Works, the pro- 
cess has been in operation for nearly a year, and the chief director 
Herr BRAMP, states that tests were made on a sample from every 
charge, and he had found the experience so gained to fully confirm 
the results obtained et the Rhenish Heerde and some other places in 
Germany, for at the works on the Continent they are making at the 
rate of 500,000 tons of steel per aunum by the basic process. Herr 
BRAMP also states that the Thomas-Gilchrist steel presented some ad- 
vantages for the manufacture of railway sleepers, plates, soft steel 
for wire, &c., even where local circumstances were such as to enable 
hematite steel to be made as cheaply as dephosphorised steel, and the 
result was that, in his opinion, the dephospherised ingot would, for 
very many purposes, take the place of puddlediron. This fully con- 
firms the view of Professor Vox TUNNER, who was the first to point 
this out, and with considerable force, and went so far as to say that 
the basic process would prove to be the death-knell of the puddling 
furnace. But this may be thought to be taking a too sanguine 
view of the future of the basic system as regards ingot iron, Yet 
before long there is every probability that we shall have the one 
pitted against the other, and the one that produces a superior ma- 
terial at a lower price must have the command of the market. 

If the same description of raw material is used by both processes 
then there is every reason to believe that the basic system will be the 
most successful, and that the opinions of Prof. Voy TuxNer, Herr 
BRANP; and the other German metallurgists; will be in every way

Mr. DANIEL ADAMSON, the well- 
known engineer and boiler makerof Hyde Junction, near Manchester, 
states that two samples of the best-best Yorkshire boiler-plate iron 

-and none better is produced—gave a breaking strain of 254 and 
24°5 tons to the square inch respectively, and an elongation in 10-in. 
specimens of 18 and 15°56 per cent. At the Wilkowitz Works the 
breaking strain of medium metal produced in the basic converter 
was 28°5 to 31°75 tons on the square inch, dead soft was 22°86 to 
24°76 tons to the square inch ; some of the metal made at Sheffield 
gave 24°20 to 26°40 tons on the square inch. Samples of the Witt- 
kowitz medium had, however, given a breaking strain of 368 to 40°0 
tons on the square inch. The elongation on 8-in. specimens varied 
from 25 to 37 percent. These figures are indeed most satisfactory, 
and show that as regards breaking strain and other necessary qua- 
lities the metal made by the Thomas-Gilchrist system is capable 
of meeting the best iron that is puddled. For welding also it is said 


seeing that there is such a large and increasing demand for heavy 
plates for vessels of war on the partof the two great Sheffield works, 
who in all probability will test the iron made by the basic process in 
the most thorough manner, for there is a great desire to obtain a 
metal of great resisting power. 

The present year will see a great addition made to the produc- 
tive power of Bessemer material by the direct process, not only in 
England but on the Continent, and it may be in America as well, 
for several of the patents for the Thomas-Gilchrist process were ob- 
tained some time since by the Bessemer Steel Association in that 
country. But the activity which has prevailed in the steel rail trade 
has most probably kept the manufacturers from altering their plant 
to the new system. We also believe that for the same reason the 
English rail makers have not paid so much attention to the matter 
as they wotld otherwise have done. 
make all the difference. As it is, however, good progress, all things 
considered, is now being made ; for what has been done at the works 
of BoLcKkow and VAUGHAN has evidently given a considerable im- 
petus to other steel rail makers to adopt the most economical system. 
There are now building in England 13 works that will be capable of 
turning out at least 8000 tons of steel weekly, and when these are 
in operation one need scarcely say that their success will force others 
to adopt the same principle instead of paying a high price for hema- 
tite ore or pig as it may be. On the Continent there will be 


a week, We have here an aggregate productive power of more than 
1,000,000 tons a year of cheap steel and ingots that must seriously 
affect those who are now carrying out the more expensive process in 
which the costly hematite has to be worked. We therefore believe 
that the tide has now fairly set in in favour of the Thomas-Gilchrist 
system, which in cheapening iron and steel effects another revolution 
in connection with those great national ndustrics. 








RHYMNEY IRON COMPANY. 


The directors of the Rhymney Iron Company have just reported 
progress to their shareholders for the financial year ending March 31, 
1882. The result, it must be confessed, is unsatisfactory. It is true 
that a dividend of 1 per cent. per annum was paid upon the com- 
pany’s share capital six months since, but no further payment can 
be made for the second half of the financial year. The company 
thus emerges from 1881-2 with a return upon its share capital at 
the extremely meagre rate of 1 per cent. per annum. It must be 
confessed that 1 per cent. per annum is better than nothing at all, 
and when we remember that between 1874 and 1880 the company 
was unable to make any distribution upon its shares, the shareholders 





are, perhaps, to be congratulated upon the 1 percent. per annum, 
which they have obtained for the past twelve months. Still it is ex- 
tremely disappointing that while the company made 104,864 tons of 
iron and steel, including 19,057 tons of steel blooms, in 1881-2, 
as compared with 79,689 tons in 1880-1, the dividend upon its 
share capital should have receded to 1 per cent. per annum, 
while in 1880 the directors contrived to work out 2 per cent. 
per annum. We have no doubt that the directors acted through- 
out with the best intentions, but still it is fairly a matter for 
argument whether the financial policy of the company during 
the last two or three years has been exactly what it should have 
been. Thus a sum of 148,030/. has been raised on debentures 
at 7 per cent. per annum for the purpose of extending a production 
which, when it is effected, cannot be disposed of upon remunerative 
terms. This is really in a few words ihe history of the Rhymney 
Iron Company for the last three years. In the twelve months ending 
with March 31, 1882, the company realised a nominal profit of 
21,4571.; but of this sum 15,534/. was absorbed in interest on de- 
bentures, so that, so far as the shareholders are concerned, the great 
extension of the production effected last year was not attended with 
any beneficial results. The directors state that they consider it was 
essential to abandon the production otf iron rails, and this step was 
taken in October, 1881. The change has undoubtedly been bene-; 
ficial, but the profits made on steel rails ani blooms during the second 
half of the past financial year were absorbed, to a large extent, dy 
lossessustained by the manufacture ofiron railsduring the first half of 
the year, and the profit realised on the year's working has been propor- 
tionately reduced. The company has been under the further disad- 
vantage of being compelled to utilise and work up extensive stocks 
of iron and pig, which were bought at the higher prices of the pre- 
vions year, When tie price of rails was generally expected to im- 
prove. This had necessarily a serious effect upon the relative cost 
of manufacture, as the value on the books of the stocks and pur- 
chases then made was unavoidably higher than the market price at 
the time of manufacture. 

After all, however, as the directors admit, the great difficulty with 
which the Rhymney lron Company has had to deal has been the dis- 
appointment of expectations formed of increased trade with the 









United States. The directors of the Rhymney Iron Company raised, 
as we have already stated, 148,0307. of debentures at 7 per cent. per 
annum, and the company applied itself vigorously to the production 


of steel rails, in the expectation that it would be able to dispose of 
them at a large profit inthe United States and throughout the world. 
The American harvest of 1881 was, however, much below the 
average of former years, and one result of this has been a check of 
the enterprise which promised so large a development of new 
American railroads. It may be remembered that we have from 
time to time directed attention to the probable effect of the failure 
of the American harvest of 1881 upon British metallurgy ; and the 
report of the directors of the Rhymney Iron Company is, we are 
sorry to say, @ literal confirmation of the fears which we have from 
time to time expressed. The contraction of the American demand 
for our iron and steel rails has had a double effect. In the first 
place, it has closed a remunerative market for British metallurgical 
products; and, in the second place, it has occasioned a relative 
weakness in quotations current for rails upon the general markets of | 
the world.

MINERS’ ORPHANAGES, &ec 


That the working miners of the country as a class are worthy of 
some consideration we believe will be generally admitted, for their 
| occupation is by no means an enviable one, and we, therefore, think 
that the proposal lately mooted for the establishment of miners’ 
| orphanages is one that should commend itself to those who have the 
means and the sympathy to forward a movement calculated to do 
so much good. We donot desire to see one great establishment sup- 
ported by miners and the public throughout the country, but would 
| prefer seeing them scattered throughout the whole of our mining 
| districts, from Devon and Cornwall to the North of England and 
| Scotland, for we believe in local support for such objects as the care 
|of the orphans, and we may say of the agel as well. Orphanages 
and houses for the aged and worn-out of both sexes should be better 
| known in our mining than any other districts, but they are not so, 
| They are almost unknown. Yet we believe it only requires some 
one to take the initiative in the matter, when there would be plenty 
jof followers and helpers. There are many of our mineowners and 
lessors who would willingly give liberally towards the founding of 
, orphanages and homes for the aged, and we believe the miners would 
| not be behindhand in supporting them. Many gentlemen have given 
considerable sums for the support of mining institutes, for scholar- 
ships, and for the support of professors, and there is no reason to be- 
| lieve that they would be behindhand in warmly assisting in found- 
|ing institutions such as we have drawn attention to. If we take 
the 9000 miners in Cornwall and Devon, we cannot but believe that 
in the course of time some of these will leave young families unpro- 
| vided for, whilst others who, overtaken by old age and unable to 
work, will have no other refuge but the workhouse, or be obliged to 
live on the small pittance given in the shape of out-door relief. It 
is for these we should like to see some of our leading men in @if- 
ferent districts plead amongst the wealthy, and at the same time 
obtain from the working miners a small weekly sum, which at the 
| end of the year, would not be an insignificant one. 
If the 9000 men who work underground in the lead and copper 
| mines of Cornwall and Devon were only to subscribe one penny per 
week there would be the handsome sum of 3000/. at the end of the 
| year for the most benevolent of purposes. The coal miners are a 
| more numerous body, and if they united for the purpose could do 
great things by making provision for the orphans and the aged who 
were unable to work, and, it might be said, need persons to wait upon 
them. Last year there were 358,654 coal miners above the age of 
16 years ; were these to subscribe one penny per week there would

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY AND WORKMENS’ WIDOWS.—NSome short 
time since a case raising a question of vital importance to colliery 
owners and colliers was held before Sir Rupert Kettle as County Court 
Judge. The point was whether a workman, can, contracting himself 
out of the Act, also contract his widow out of it in case he is killed 
by any accident in his employment. The question had arisen in the 
collieries of the Earl of Dudley, which are very extensive, and in 
which there are some thousands of men employed. Under the Act 
there is a kind of club, for the purpose of paying compensation to 
members in the event of their being disabled by sickness or injary, 
and to their widows and children in the event of death caused by 
accident in the course of employment. To this club Lord Dudley 
contributes a sum equal to the amount subscribed,‘and which, it is 
understood, is very large. Just before the Act came into operation 
there was a meeting of the men, who agreed to accept the conditions 
of employment offered to them by the Karl, among which was an 
express stipulation that neither the workmen nor their representa- 
tives should avail themselves of the provisions of the Act by actions 
against him for compensation ; and there was also evidence that 
these conditions were posted up in conspicuous positions in the 
One of the men had lost his life in a colliery accident, 
and his widow sued forcompensation. The County Court Judge de- 
cided that the widow had rights of her own under the Act which no 
contract made by her husband during his lifetime could deprive her 
of; he, therefore, gave judgment in her favour. From this decision 
the Earl of Dudley (not the widow, as was erroneously stated in last 
week’s Journal) appealed, the appeal being heard last week before 
Mr, Justice Field and Mr. Justice Cave, in the Queen’s Bench 
Division of the High Court of Justice.

THE COPPEE SYSTEM OF COKE MANUFACTURE 

The Judicial Committee of Privy Council have refused the appli- 
cation for the prolongation of Mr. Evence Coppée’s patent of July, 
1868, for improvements in the construction of coke furnaces, and it 
cannot be denied, when the extensive adoption of the Coppée system 
is considered, that the inventor and his representatives have been 
very handsomely and amply paid for his invention. The object of 
the invention was to economise the heat wasted in the preparation 
of coke in coke-ovens then in use, and it was attained by causing 
the gases of combustion generated in one of a series of furnaces to 
light the fire or to maintain combustion in the adjoining ovens 
throughout the series. The ovens are long, deep, and narrow chambers 
built up side by side, with openings at the top through which the 
charges of coal may be introduced, and they are surrounded at the 


sides and bottom with flues through which the hot gases pass | 


into the adjoining cold ovens which have just been charged with 
coal.

The inventor subsequently assigned parts of or shares in his letters 
patent to the petitioners, and he died in 1875. 

Operations demonstrating the 
usefulness of the invention had been carried on at works at Thorn- 
cliffe, near Sheffield, and coke-ovens had been erected at various 
places, including the ironwork at Ebbw Vale, Dowlais, Barrow, 
Rhymney, and elsewhere. Various scientific and practical witnesses 
were called and spoke to the merit of the invention; but this has 
never been doubted, and the readiness with which the system was 
adopted and the liberal royalty paid on all hands for the use of it 
would alone have prevented a prolongation which is, in practice, 
never granted unless the inventor has been unable to introduce his 
invention. 

At the close of the arguments and after taking time for considera- 


tion, Sir Barnes Peacock, in giving judgment, reviewed the facts of | 


the case at length, and adverted to the patent obtained in Belgium 


on Feb. 15, 1867, which was siill in force, and other patents in France | 


and Austria, both of which had expired. The Crown had raised an 

objection whether, under the Act 15 and 16 cap., sec. 3, a prolonga- 

tion could be obtained for an English patent while a foreign patent, 

obtained before, was still in force. Their lordships had desired to 

hear the case on its merits, and in their view the Act did not prevent 

the present application, but as 14 years was asked by the petition it 

should be understood that it could not be extended beyond the limit 

of the Belgian patent, which was for 20 years, and would not expire | 
until 1887. Their lordships, looking to the profits made by the 

patents, were of opinion that they had received ample remuneration 

from the public for the invention. Their lordships could not deduct 

the losses made as a commercial company in making coke according 

to the invention, or allow for any improvident undertaking they had 

made. Their lordships held that the profits made by the assignees 

had been adequate to the benefit which the public had derived from 

the novelty of the invention, which they had recorded since they 

became assignees. No doubt the assignees of a patent could obtain | 
a prolongation, according to the decision of the judicial committee, 

but such case would depend on its own facts. In the result the peti- | 
tion was dismissed; but, as is usual in such cases, the Crown did not 

apply for costs against the petitioner. 

The case affords another evidence of one great defect in the 
British patent laws—that of permitting a patent to remain in force 
in this country after those granted in other countries have expired. 
It was stated in the course of the arguments that the French and 
Austrian patents had already expired, so that admitting the Coppée 
system to be valuable a direct extra tax of several years’ duration is | 
thrown upon the manufacturers in those countries which have liberal 
patent laws. Royalty is still levied: from the English, Belgian, and 
American manufacturers, while the French and Austrians are per- | 
mitted to use an invention gratuitously.
